A. Monthly tuition is due in advance and must be paid on the 1st of the 
month. Payment becomes delinquent after the 15th of the month. 
Statements will not be sent. Please do not make it necessary for us to 
mail you a statement as it is your responsibility to keep your tuition 
up to date. 50¢ service charge per month on overdue bills. 


Anyone two months in arrears on payments will be dropped. Tuition 
may be paid monthly or every three months (in advance). There are no 
refunds. Missed lessons are not deducted from your monthly tuition.
